The skydiving centre was 
operating in the privately- 
owned Dunnville airport 
but was forced to find a new 
home when the owners 
allowed land to be contracted 
to a company that has started 
assembling windmills.

CATHARINES — When 
it was finally over, when the 
last patient had been moved, 
when the doors of the old 
hospital were closed for good, 
when the new one was hum¬ 
ming with activity, Gloria 
Kain was at a loss for words. 

“Well, I am pleased to 
report there is nothing to 
report," said Kain, the outgo¬ 
ing Niagara Health System 
chief planning officer who

The St Catharines General 
Hospital’s emergency room 
was closed at 6 a.m. at the same 
time the new one opened on 
Fourth Ave. The NHS reported 
the first ER patient arrived at 
the new ER at 6:08 a.m. The 
first CAT scan on an ER patient 
was performed by 8 a.m. 

There were two other his¬ 
toric firsts Sunday morning. 

At 7:41 a.m., a baby girl 
was bom at the St Catharines 

Then, at 
11:45 a.m., the first baby, a boy, 
was bom at the new hospital. 

Waves of ambulances, vans 
and other patient-transfer 
vehicles shuttled back and 
forth between the hospitals.
